• WINDOWTREATMENTS “Scheduling 
shades to open and close at certain times of 
day used to require hard wiring, but nowthey 
can be battery-operated and installed in 
existing windows.

In a Los Angeles dining room, 
designer Betsy Burnham uses 
white floors and black accents 
to anchor feminine touches, 
such as the Montalvo chande- 
lier by Dennis & Leen, Windsor 
Smith’s Scalloped Antique mir- 
ror, and chairs upholstered in 
Le Gracieux’s Kirachi linen. 
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“Defining details make the differ- 
ence,” says Burnham, who had 
the living room’s plaster-relief 
ceiling hand-painted. The custom 
sofa is covered in a Holly Hunt 
leather with seat cushions in a 
Pindler fabric. Custom ottoman 
in Clarence House’s Bukhara 
Crewel. Swivel chairs in Rose

DAVID A. KEEPS: This Los Angeles property 
would look right at home in a Moroccan 
medina. What’s the backstory? 

BETSY BURNHAM: It was a 1970S contempo- 
rary house in which the owners had raised 
their kids. Then they tore it down and built 
a new custom home that’s dou- 
ble the size. The architectural 
concept was modern Moroccan, 
but that had to be treated cau- 
tiously to avoid looking too 
trendy. So I leaned more on the 
modern than the Moroccan. 

How did you keep the house from 
feeling like a riad? 

We used a global mix of furni- 
ture from different eras, includ- 
ing Anglo-Indian, Asian, and 
English. We mixed French ’40s- 
inspired upholstery with New 
England-style wicker. The cou- 
ple travel a lot and appreciate 
fine things, and initially I 
thought they’d prefer fancier 
antiques. But they chose a bed 
with a headboard that’s almost 
tribal. They surprised me with 
their fearlessness. 

Did either of them have any spe- 
cial requests? 

Rugs are an important part of 
their Armenian and Romanian 
traditions, and the husband 
wouldn’t even talk about fabrics 
until we bought the rugs. They 
didn’t want traditional Per- 
sians; those have too much color 
and pattern to feel modern. To 
me, faded rugs are more sophis- 
ticated. In the hallways, instead 
of using carpets, we inset mosaic tiles to 
create runners. 

Tell me you got to do some fieldwork in 
Morocco for this project! 

I did indeed travel to Morocco during the 
design phase, and I’d call them from the 
souk to wheel and deal for them. I was 
inundated with all the color and crazy tile- 
work and embellishment there. My head 
was buzzing with ideas, but we wanted 
this house to be timeless and luxurious. 
That doesn’t necessarily mean fancy. It’s 
about quality materials. You need to pick 
and choose the grand gestures. 

Those tiled steps certainly are grand — a veri- 
table stairway to heaven. Why go where others 
fear to tread? 


Staircases can be so boring and quiet. Why 
shouldn’t they start a conversation? But 
the classic Moroccan tiled staircase in 10 
different colors and patterns isn’t that liv- 
able here. So my design partner. Max Hum- 
phrey, and I limited the palette — three

high-contrast patterns in just three col- 
ors — for the risers. The steps are the same 
white limestone as the floors, so the tiles 
can be the stars of the show. 

Speaking of which, you also used Moroccan 
star lanterns. What’s the appeal? 

Stars are a Moroccan symbol. In the pow- 
der room, we paired a vintage pendant 
with a starburst-shaped sink, and tiles 


with radiating patterns of varying scale. 
The room has a lot of energy. In bathrooms, 
you can break the rules. 

How do you pull off layering patterns? 

I’m a big believer that they work as neu- 
trals. In the dining room, the fireplace is 
clad in an intricate etched stone 
in black and white, which reads 
as gray from a distance. Even 
the fabric on the chairs, which 
looks like a blown-up Fortuny 
fabric, feels neutral because the 
colors share the same tones. 
What are your new neutrals? 
Versatile and natural materials: 
Wood, stone, iron, linen, leather, 
and suede are all neutrals. It 
can be rustic, like a house in 
Laurel Canyon, but it can also be 
a sleek Armani-style penthouse 
in New York. As far as color 
goes, I am influenced by fash- 
ion, so the classics — denim blue, 
army green, sweatshirt heather 
gray, camel, even camouflage — 
are also neutral colors. And let’s 
not forget black and white. 

Do you have a go-to white? 

In this house, it’s Benjamin 
Moore’s White Dove. White 
walls are the way to go, espe- 
cially if you are attracted to 
color, pattern, and textiles. But 
not that stark, cold Liquid 
Paper color; to be inviting, white 
needs to be warm. Strong 
whites with bold colors give a 
crisp and tailored look. Creamy 
whites with muted colors are 
more organic and bohemian. 
Where does black come into the picture? 

It’s more of an accent. I love black marble 
and dark-stained woods. All the windows 
in the house are black steel, which adds 
drama against the white walls and stone 
floors. It’s a clean, sharp, and elegant can- 
vas, but for me, a house is not finished if 
it’s all neutrals. It’s just waiting to get 
accessorized and turned up a notch. 

The guest rooms certainly dial up the color. 
They’re not everyday spaces, and we wanted 
them to stand out. In one suite, we turned 
a vibrant vintage wedding quilt into a 
headboard and paired it with yellow table 
lamps. The right mustard shade is cheer- 
ful in small doses. But it’s not a neutral — 
so please, don’t paint the walls yellow. 
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Urns transformed into fountains 
flank the infinity-edge pool, fram- 
ing the view. “You really don’t 
know where in the world you are,” 
says Burnham, “until you see the 
downtown Los Angeles skyline.” 
Southampton woven-wicker 
chaise longues by Kingsley-Bate.

Dining room walls in designer 
Garrow Kedigian’s handsome 
Montreal weekend house are 
captivatingly dark in Benjamin 
Moore’s Caribbean Teal. The 
antique crystal sconce is a 
Paris flea-market find, and 
the side chair is upholstered 
in a Chelsea Editions fabric. 
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An homage to Canada’s 
fur-trading history, 
Antilocarpa carpet from 
Stark creates a dramatic 
stair runner. “It’s a great 
pattern, contemporary 
but still classic,” says 
Kedigian. Trim painted in 
glossy Benjamin Moore 
Black plays up the home’s 
architectural details. 
Reproductions of artworks 
by Gericault are featured 
throughout, opposite: 
The dining room mixes 
modern and traditional 
elements, including a 
chrome-and-glass table 
from Andrew Martin 
paired with Louis XVI- 
style Marilyn chairs from 
Global Views. Curtains in 
Rogers & Goffigon’s 
Pirouette. Rug, Stark. 
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TIM McKEOUGH: New Yorkers usually have 
weekend homes in the Hamptons orConnecti- 
cut. Why did you choose Montreal? 

GARROW KEDIGIAN: I grew up here, and I 
went to school here, so I consider it home. 
My sister also recently had a baby and 
asked me to be the godfather. 1 actually was 
looking at places in the Hamptons origi- 
nally, and for what 1 spent here, 1 could have 
bought a one-room condo in Southampton. 
As a decorator, you want more space and 
more room to decorate. 

Paint me a picture ofthe neighborhood. 

At the turn of the 20th century, 90 percent 
of Canada’s wealth was concentrated in 
this square mile, which is called the 
Golden Square Mile, and there are these 
magnificent mansions at the foot of Mount 
Royal. A lot of them have unfortunately 
been abandoned or turned into apartment 
houses over the years. But they’re all still 
here, and the character of the neighborhood 
is charming, with old-growth trees and 
museums. When I studied architecture at 
McGill University, I lived up the street in a 
very small apartment, and I walked by this 
courtyard, Chelsea Place, every day for two 
years. I would look at the townhouses and 
say, “One day, I want to live here.” 

So it’s a dream come true? 

Yes, 22 years later. The houses are arranged 
in a big U shape around a beautiful court- 
yard. It was designed by Ernest Isbell 
Barott, an architect who modeled them 
after the London terrace houses in Belgra- 
via, so they have a very English character. 
Mine is one of the inside corners, and it’s 
an interesting floor plan, not generic at all, 
which really appealed to me. 

Compared to your New York apartment 
[House Beautiful, December/January 2014], it 
has a deeper, darker color scheme. 

My apartment has some pretty bold colors 
too, but I consider this my winter house, 
because Montreal is so cold. And when 
you’re in a house in the winter, it’s nice to 
be enveloped by warmer, deeper tones. 

How do you keep it from being overwhelming? 
One of the most successful strategies is to 
paint a strong color on everything, from 
the baseboard and crown molding to the 
walls. In the living room, which is a rich, 
taupey beige, like the color of a brown 


paper bag, it works well because it’s not 
contrasted against a different trim color. 
It’s almost like a wood-paneled room, 
where all the elements are the same hue. 
So you can treat them as neutrals? 

Oh, absolutely. What is a neutral? It’s just 
something that’s not jarring. I want the 
colors to be dramatic but not overwhelm- 
ing. Everyone always wants white walls, 
but I think white makes it much harder to 
design a successful room, because the pal- 
ette is so stark. For me, white is jarring. 

Did you have a lot ofthe furniture already, or 
did you shop specifically for this house? 

All the new upholstery was custom made, 
and I shopped for the rest of it in New York 
and at the Paris flea markets. The one 
thing I already had was the coffee table in 
the living room by Philip and Kelvin 
LaVerne, which is a terrific piece I found at 
an estate sale in New Jersey months before 
I even bought the house. 

Did you buy anything in Montreal? 

It was very hard, because Montreal doesn’t 
have the kinds of antiques shops you would 
expect. Everything is a little more tradi- 
tional. But I did find the extraordinary 
chandelier over the dining table here. I was 
walking up Boulevard Saint-Laurent after 
Christmas two years ago and saw this fab- 
ulous wooden lantern in the window of a 
shop called Phil’z. I had to have it. 

You placed averysleekchrome-and-glass din- 
ingtable below that lantern. 

That really gives the room some edge. One 
of my assistants criticized me for putting a 
chrome piece in a warm-toned, deeply col- 
ored room. You’d maybe expect a brass 
table base. But I told her that’s exactly the 
reason to do it. In all of my rooms, I like to 
have something I call the foreign element — 
a piece no one else would think of using. I 
also pushed the dining table to one side, 
because I wanted to keep the view to the 
fireplace clear from the foyer. It’s a little 
unusual, but that makes it interesting. 

You could say the same about the animal car- 
pet on the stairs. 

It’s an antelope-patterned carpet from 
Stark, and it’s my all-time favorite, but I 
have a hard time selling it to clients. It’s an 
homage to a hunting lodge. I mean, here I 
am in Canada!

MIMI READ: I’ve Only been to Richmond once 
before, and it seemed chockablockwith Geor- 
gian houses. Maybe I blinked. Are there lots 
more of these exotic specimens? 

LEIGH ANNE MUSE: Not at all. Richmond has 
many old homes, most of them extremely 
traditional in the English or American 
sense. This one’s very un-Richmond. 

I feel like I’m in Santa Barbara or Boca Raton. 
LAM: It’s a marvelous Spanish Colonial 
Revival home that could indeed be in some 
sunny resort. It was built in 1934 for a man 
who had ties to Miller & Rhoades, a depart- 
ment store that’s an old Richmond icon. He 
was a movie buff, fascinated by the Califor- 
nia lifestyle, and he liked to entertain. The 
living room is enormous. The dining room 
seats a crazy amount of people. 

The architecture has a great vibe — and the 
setting is blockbuster. 

LI LI O’BRIEN: In Richmond, we call this Man- 
sion Row. Grand European-inspired estates 
border a 300-acre park with beautiful trees, 
lakes, and picturesque buildings. I love the 
weighty feel of this house. None of the 
openings are cased, so you get a sense of 
the thickness of the stucco walls. Every- 
thing has an artisanal hand. The floor tiles 
are terra-cotta, old and well-worn. The 
hardware on the windows is wrought iron. 
Who are the homeowners? 

LO: Caroline Wallace is a luxury-travel con- 
sultant who organizes trips around the 
world. She’s sophisticated but also fun and 
personable. Her husband, Gordon, owns a 
company that makes sound machines, and 
they have two college-age daughters. 

Your decorating makes the house festive 
enough for a cocktail soiree, yet it’s still com- 
fortable and livable. 

LO: Their previous home had a formal 
French interior, with Louis XVI chairs and 
gilt bergeres. Here, they wanted rooms just 
as elegant but much more relaxed. We 
repurposed Caroline’s French things and 
mixed them with modern and primitive art 
she’s collected on her travels, and she gave 
us free rein to select new furnishings. We 
added antiques and contemporary pieces. 
Every wall is a fresh, elegant white. Did you 
ever consider stronger color? 

LO: Never. I was born and raised in Aix-en- 
Provence, France, where my father was a 


painter studying with a Cezanne expert. I 
have never seen a stucco wall inside an 
authentic Mediterranean house painted 
anything but cream, and I wasn’t about to 
mess with that tradition. 

But many Spanish Colonial Revival houses are 
at least furnished with lavish color — ruby 
reds, evergreens. You didn’t go there. 

LAM: The architecture sets up a contrast 
between dark wood beams and pale stucco, 
and we wanted to continue that. In the liv- 
ing room, for instance, we chose a dark 
wood ar moire to play off the creamy sofas. 
The iron on a side table contrasts sharply 
with the white marble of a lamp. 

That glam powder room is high contrast, too. 
LAM: The Art Deco black-tile wainscoting 
and the slightly Moroccan patterned floor 
tile are original to the house. They hark 
back to the first owner’s interest in 1930s 
Hollywood glamour. It proved to be a chal- 
lenging space because it’s small, dark, and 
tucked under the stairs. We ended up using 
a painted and gilded bombe chest from 
Caroline’s old living room to add reflectiv- 
ity and amp up the elegance. 

Forgive me for alluding to a marshmallow ad, 
but this bedroom seems Jet-puffed. I’d never 
want to leave it. 

LO: It is sumptuously layered. At the same 
time, there are elements helping to tamp 
that down a bit, like the walnut headboard. 
It’s an early-i8th-century Italian piece we 
purchased from the previous owners — too 
good to pass up. 

The gilt furnishings and fine needlepoint rug 
give it a Southern parlor aspect. 

LO: Most of the furnishings are from Caro- 
line’s previous living room. We put her 
Savonnerie rug on top of a low-pile wall-to- 
wall cashmere carpet. The gilt sofa and cof- 
fee table were also from there. We used her 
cranberry-glass lamps for a burst of color. 
Do the owners use the sofa as a place to strew 
clothing? This, I suspect, is the sad but true 
life of most sofas placed at the foot of a bed. 
LAM: Oh no, they use it! They wake up and 
have coffee sitting on the softest white silk. 
The girls come in and hang out all the 
time. Nobody can resist those lofty down 
cushions. It may seem prosaic, but some- 
times it’s the mechanics of furniture that 
changes the conversation.

LISA CREGAN: Beige is the Walter Mitty of the 
color wheel. It looks unassuming, but it can 
dream big. 

JOHN DE BASTIANI: Beige is classic. It’s 
sophisticated, it’s soothing. It isn’t trendy, 
and neither am I. People might call it the 
safe choice, but I say. What’s wrong with 
being safe? More and more, I find that 
young clients like these homeowners, Lau- 
rent Bouzereau and Markus Keith, 
are gravitating toward neutrals. 

They want the traditional comfort 
of their grandmother’s house 
without the chintz and heavy wall- 
papers, and beige fits the bill; for 
instance, it gives these English 
club chairs in the living room a 
modern aspect. All the khaki, 
white, and cream keeps the mood 
serene, even in rooms dominated 
by vibrant movie posters. 

I do love the vintage European movie 
posters. In the bedroom, the savage 
gunman played by Clint Eastwood 
seems much more civilized in French. 

They reflect Laurent, who’s an 
author and filmmaker. He was 
born and raised in France. He’s 
always had a passion for movies, 
and he started collecting posters 
at a very young age. These are very 
rare originals. To highlight them, 

I kept everything else under- 
stated. Walls are painted cream in 
an eggshell finish, and trim is the 
same color in semigloss, which 
makes moldings look a bit darker 
for more depth. Pattern takes a 
backseat to the patina of hand- 
made things, like the white 
ceramic lamps that repeat everywhere. 

Yet there’s a fair amount of glimmer amid 
these sandy shades. 

Markus has a collection of silver — antique 
boxes, tea caddies, match holders. He’s a 
Hollywood producer, and he has a great 
eye; he picked this silver coffee table in the 
living room. I added gold to the mix with 
the bull’s-eye mirror and the fireplace 
screen, and with the oversize chandelier in 
the dining room, which opens to the living 
room. I don’t know why people don’t mix 
gold with silver more often — they look so 
smart together. The key is to use a lot of 
both; you can’t be shy with one or the other. 
What has typically gone wrong when a quiet 
palette has no spark? 


Someone hasn’t gone far enough! For 
example, the deep heft of the upholstery on 
the living room sofa and club chairs is 
crucial — a more delicate linen would look 
one-dimensional, and the room would fall 
flat. And then there are bold details like 
the very noticeable trim — a thick ribbon 
on the sofa pillows and a big brush trim on 
the chairs’ 20-by-20-inch pillows. I don’t do

dinky accents. Small pillows look like 
something that came with the furniture; 
these speak to good proportion and a cus- 
tom quality. In the bedroom, I used a 
darker beige for the curtains to be more 
cozy and intimate. It’s important to create 
a distinct feeling in each room, even if 
you’re using the same palette everywhere. 
Weren’t you ever tempted to switch up your 
neutral tones, maybe use a gray or brown? 
We thought about using other colors, but 
we kept coming back to beige! It was always 


the best choice. Gray is so popular, but it’s 
cool, and I don’t think warm colors work as 
well with it. Brown was definitely an 
option — we used it for the bedroom sisal — 
but too much would have weighed things 
down. We were going for a light and airy 
indoor/outdoor California feel — a place 
where you walk in and say, “Ahhh.” 

Do you think symmetry contributes to that 
tranquillity? 

Yes, but I use symmetry in an 
asymmetrical way. There’s a gar- 
den stool on one side of the living 
room and a throw over a chair’s 
arm on the other. There’s a photo 
hung over one row of bookcases — I 
like to break up a grid of shelves 
with art — yet not on the other. I 
worked hard to make sure the 
room ultimately reads as bal- 
anced. People get caught up in 
wanting to “throw things off” with 
an odd color or incongruous shape. 
Tm not a fan of that. This is about 
restraint — no heavy velvets. Art 
Deco, or even midcentury touches 
to jar the brain. Once you’ve set 
out in a traditional direction, you 
have to stick to it. For me, it’s 
about being appropriate. 
Forayoung man, you’re surprisingly 
deferential to what’s appropriate. 

I grew up in a home where we sat 
down to dinner with candles and 
cloth napkins. We weren’t super- 
wealthy, but my mother liked to do 
things right, and it rubbed off on 
me. When I started out in the ’90s, 
I was working for Brunschwig & 
Fils, the Tiffany of fabric houses. It 
was an education in the classics, in the 
styles of Billy Baldwin and Albert Hadley. 
No matter how modern my projects are, 
they’re grounded in the classics. 

There’s a cult book titled The Life-Changing 
Magic of Tidying Up. Your clients could have 
written it. 

They are neatniks! Everything has its 
place, and the apartment is always immac- 
ulate. Even their dog, Molly — who you 
might notice matches the furniture — is 
always freshly washed. They like an orderly 
life, and this calming neutral palette and 
classic symmetry maintain that. I think a 
well-organized life is more productive. 
When you wake up to things nicely pulled 
together, it sets the tone for a good day. 
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Vintage French movie posters add 
so much drama to the dining area 
that De Bastiani kept everything 


else muted. A Navarre lantern from 

Dennis & Leen hangs above a ped- j 

estal table and chairs, covered in /

A 17th-century table anchors the 
entry of the main house, and its 
color is echoed in the custom 
Shyam Ahuja rug. Curtains in 
Robert Allen’s Fresh Flowers are 
embroidered with wild strawber- 
ries, “my homage to Ingmar 
Bergman,” says designer Marshall 
Watson. The walls are painted in 
a matte finish, but the ceiling is 
high gloss, to bounce more light 
into the room. 
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In the dining room, a 
custom-made table is 
surrounded by Swedish 
Rococo chairs from 
Napoleon Inredningar 
covered in an S. Harris 
fabric. A banquette, 
upholstered in a Pierre 
Frey fabric, runs the 
length of the large win- 
dow and offers a cozy 
spot to read. Curtains in 
Quassia by Fabricut. 
Humphrey, an English 
bulldog, relaxes on the 
rug, designed by Watson 
to mimic the pattern 
of a traditional Swedish 
sweater and custom 
made by Shyam Ahuja. 




CHRISTINE PITTEL: If I have Only one life, let 
me live it in Sweden. 

MARSHALL WATSON: It really is idyllic. These 
clients — he’s American, she’s Swedish — 
live in the United States but move over here 
for six weeks every summer. It was impor- 
tant to them that their three daughters 
have a close relationship with the wife’s 
family. Now the girls are almost grown 
and completely bilingual, and they have a 
whole set of Swedish friends. 

Where exactly is the house? 

On an island in the archipelago 
outside Stockholm. The main 
house was built in the 1970s in 
the northern Swedish style 
with hand-hewn logs — square, 
not round. Then there’s a guest- 
house that we basically rebuilt, 
since it had minimal electricity 
and plumbing — and no charm. 

A barn, a sauna, and a few 
other cottages round out the 
compound. 

There’s something so appealing 
about Swedish style. How would 
you describe it? 

It’s spare, with lots of air 
around each piece of furniture, 
so there’s a feeling of lightness. 

And the furniture is often 
painted white, or some other 
pale, chalky color. You rarely 
see dark wood, because the 
whole idea is to invite more 
light into a room. Floors are 
painted white or scrubbed so 
thoroughly that they look as if 
they were bleached. Curtains 
are sheer. Rooms will be lit by 
candles every night, even dur- 
ing the summer months. And 
there are mirrors, lots of mirrors, to reflect 
the glow and double the sense of light. 

I love painted furniture, like that pale green 
table in the entry of the main house. 

It’s a country piece, a 17th-century refec- 
tory table that I found in Smaland, which 
is a mecca for designers because every- 
where you turn, there’s another barn or 
warehouse filled with Gustavian antiques. 
And I think I’ve crawled around all of 
them. The table wasn’t green when I saw it. 
Pieces like this were painted over and over, 
and when you decide to buy one, the dealer 
says, “We’ll scrape it.” The first time I 
heard this, I asked, “What do you mean?” 


He explained that they will scrape off the 
newer paint to get down to an earlier layer. 
Somehow, they always find the most inter- 
esting color and reveal it in a way that cre- 
ates the perfect patina, with underlayers of 
other colors showing through. 

I think of gray and blue as the Swedish palette, 
but you’ve done something different. 

Cream, green, and pomegranate red are the 
colors that run through the main house. 
The palette may look different to you, but it’s

no less Swedish. That red is known as Falun 
red, after the copper mine that was the orig- 
inal source of the pigment, and it’s very 
common in Swedish folk art. I use it as an 
accent on the back of the bookshelves in the 
living room, and it’s also in the fabrics and 
the trim. There’s the typical plaster fire- 
place, large casement windows to let in the 
light, a comfortable sofa, a pair of chalky 
white Gustavian chairs, and a big coffee 


table where the family can gather round 
and play games. The walls are painted a 
pale green, which becomes darker in the 
dining room and then reappears in the mas- 
ter bedroom. 

That bedroom is straight out of an A-frame 
cabin. Was it difficult to design? 

Let’s just say it was a challenge. But I 
thought the architecture was so interest- 
ing that I divided the walls into panels, to 
accentuate them. I wanted to make you 
really look at those angles, as 
opposed to pretending they’re 
not there. The panels are uphol- 
stered in a trellis pattern, and 
you’ll notice there’s a lot of air 
in the design. Traditional 
Swedish patterns, like the 
checks on the bed skirt and the 
stripes at the window, are sim- 
ple and airy. It’s as if they 
wanted to let in more light, 
even through the fabrics. 

In the guesthouse, you switch to a 
more familiar palette. 

Foggy blues, soft grays, and 
whites. But everything is 
blurred. Even the whites have a 
bit of blue or gray in them. You 
rarely see bright white in Swe- 
den. They’re neutral colors. In 
the U.S., we think of neutrals as 
beige, gray, or off-white — all 
basically derived from brown. 
Swedish neutrals, in contrast, 
have the sky or the lake in 
them, rather than the earth. 
There’s a bit of blue in the green 
and a bit of green in the blue, 
and everything is softened with 
a touch of gray. These colors are 
peaceful and restful, because 
they all have hues in common and they all 
have a similar value on the scale of light to 
dark. That makes for a very tranquil space. 
It must be lovely to linger in the dining room 
on one ofthose midsummer nights, when twi- 
light seems to last forever. 

It does feel rather magical when it’s still 
light outside at 9 p.m., 10 p.m., 11 p.m., mid- 
night. But I think Stephen Sondheim said 
it best in A Little Night Music, when he 
wrote, “Perpetual sunset is rather an 
unsettling thing.” That’s why every bed- 
room has blackout curtains. At some point, 
you simply have to stop eating and drink- 
ing and talking and go to sleep!

The sit- ^ 
ting room is furnished with a 
fine, mid-18th-century Swedish 
Rococo sofa, upholstered in a 
Rogers &Goffigon fabric, and a 
Danish tea table and chest.
